__Tag’ CHARLESTON Forrs—A corres-
rdent of the Charleston Mercury, speak-
-of these-fortifications, says:
Jundreds of men are at work upon
Fort Monltrie; among them some free ne-
oes! A moaf, ten feet wide; and proba-
Iy as deep, is being-dug around the en-
tire rampart, and filled with water. New
bastions have been hastily erected at the
projecting anf;-{es of the Fort, armed with
cannon, and [oop-holes for musketry to
sweep the ditches with bullots and grape-
shot. One of the bastions has been hur-
riedly finished with wood, armed at the
“summit with iron spikes. On the ocean
side of the -Fort, beyond the moat, 2
breast-work of sand, fifteen feet high, has
been erected, which gradualiy slopes to-
ward the beach to the width of one hun-
red and seventy feet. On the land side,
a high rampart of wood prevents outsi-
Qers from seeing what is going on in the
interior—but signs of great activity are
there evident also. The barracks inside
the Fort, where they rise above the ram-
part; have had -lcop-holes: for musketry
cat all around them. The heaviest ord-
nance is.mounted, most of it pointing
down upon the city; while the rest range
with the guns of Fort Sumter, opposite,
so that their joint fire can prevent tlhe en-
frrance of any vessels. Meantime assur-
anees are repeated to the Charlestonians
that coercion will mever be attempted.
On the heels of this vigorous preparation,
which is being made at the cost of thon-
sands; while the Government cnanot pay
even its Postmasters, Col. Gardiner, who
has been there for years, has been remov-
ed:- Why ? - Simply because hehas made
00 many friends in the city andtbe Gov-
ernment doubts his loyalty. For the first
time; too, to my kmowledge, citizens arc
refused admittance to the Fort. To test
the truth of this rumor, we respeetfully
asked permission to look over the Fort.
and received a peremptory refusal. At
the same time active preparations are go-
ing o at Fort Sumter. -Two men, only
a.ﬁay or two back, were killed by the
falling of a heavy cannon which they
were mounting. Castle Pinckney, with-
in point blank shot of the city, which, for
yedrs, wasin a_dilapidated condition, is
now in thovough repair, and armed com-
Eletaly with heavy ordnance. And so it
as come to this, that our own cannon
m;!:_point_,ed against our homes to menace
us!
